Committee on foreign relations agreed 
lo report the Hay-Pauncefote treaty, 
amending the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, 
with an amendment granting authority 
for tho defense of the canal by the 
United States, when constructed. 
lr is the opinion of the members of the 
committee that the senate will, with but 
little delay, ratify the treaty as amended. 
Senator Morgan was the only member 
of tile committee who cast his vote 
against the amendment, Senators Bacon

An elaborate argument Is made for neutrality 
cf the canal, against fortifying it, etc. Neu­ 
trality would be a good thing for the United 
State®, the report said, in case of war, as our 
ships could easily go from ocean to ocean with­ 
out molestation. The military polio® of the 
United (States, provided in the act, is suffi­ 
cient protection. Ah far aa fortifications ar® 
ooneerned, the report said in part: 
“With our naval bases at Manila, Honolulu, 
Ban Francisco and Ban Diego on one side, and 
at Ban Juan, Porto Rico, the Isle of Pim* and 
Key West, as our fortified naval stations on 
the other side, it is extremely improbable that 
a fleet would cro neither of the great oceans 
and approach the canal to find a gateway to 
the coasts of the other ocean. 
“If we tire not able to handle the enemy un­ 
der such disadvantages to them, our power of 
resistance to such a campaign would be un­ 
worthy of our country, if it would not be ludi 
crons.”

Some of tho o aer senators ex­ 
pressed the nope that lie would not go to 
this extent and, before the meeting ad­ 
journed, there was felt to be some 
ground for tile opinion that the Alabama 
senator would content himself with stat­ 
ing his opposition. 
While no member was authorized to 
speak for Great Britain, the opinion was 
expressed that the government of that 
Country would agree to the proposed 
modification of the treaty. 
The following is the text of tho 
amendment 
to 
the 
Hay-Raunoefoto 
treaty; 
“insert at the end of section 6 of ar­ 
ticle 2 the following: 
“It is agreed, however, that none of 
the immediately foregoing conditions 
and stipulations in sections number I, 2, 
8, 4, 5 of this act shall apply to meas­ 
ures which the United States may find 
it necessary to take f< r securing by its 
own forces the defense of the United 
States aud the maintenance of public 
order.” 
The report submitted with the treaty 
is in the maiu a review of the general 
Situation w nh reference to the canal, 
witla comparatively few recommenda­ 
tions. It says, however: “We are in 
full accord with the purpose expressed 
in article 2 of the pending convention to 
adopt as the basis of neutralization the 
indicated rules, substantially as em­ 
bodied in the treaty of Constantinople, 
for the five navigation of the Suez mari­ 
time canal.” 
The report then makes an analysis of 
the Suez canal treaty, in the course of 
Which it is pointed out that, as Turkey 
reserves the right to defend the Sne2 


cm.vt of Ambia, the force of tin* proposed 
amendment would be more apparent.

Sir 
Red vers Buller, second in command in 
the field, and L ad Wolseley arc under­ 
stood to consider that no more artillery 
is needed. 
Lord Roberts has altogether 
452 guns, including siege pieces. 
lr is quite clear that General Buller 
will not try anything large iii the fu­ 
ture, us he is to lose Sir Charles Warren 
and the lattor’s 10,000 men, who have 
been ordered to join Lord Roberts. 
It 
is the expectation of the war office that 
Lord Roberts, notwithstanding the ne­ 
cessity of garrisoning his depots, will lie 
able to operate a constantly increasing 
force until, by tho time the Transvaal 
frontier is reached, he will have 70,000 
troops.

had not troops enough to combat such a 
rising. Her hold on the Mussulman 
countries she has conquered is insecure. 
They hate her and with ten times her

jwer Russia ceuld not fight Afghan- 
tan and India successfully. 
“ The Afghans prefer death to slavery 
and their women and children are being 
taken by the Russians.” 
After saying he is willing to send nu 
merous tri>opH to help Great Britain in 
the Transvaal, but adding that the Af­ 
ghans are unaccustomed to the sea, the 
ameer adds: 
“ But England’s troubles are always 
my troubles, her strength is my strength 
and her weakness is my weakness.

M anila, March IO.—Generals Young j 
anil Hood asked for reinforcements, aud i 
a battalion of the Forty .eighth regiment j 
was sent to Aparri. Other troops will I 
follow. The rebels, recently, fiersist­ 
outly attacked Aparri for several hours, 
but were finally driven away. Details 
of the affair are lacking. 
The rebels arc holding reunions iii tho 
province of North H oods, and the red 
Katipnnan cross, symbolic of resistance, 
is again appearing among the natives. 
It is believed that the insurgent gt _- 
el als, Tinio and Flores, have been driven 
by General Young into General Hood’s 
territory, south of Aparri. 
The fact that General Young is un­ 
able, owing to lack of troops, to main­ 
tain garrisons hi all the towns occupied 
has had a twill effect on the natives. 
General bates haft returned here after 
leaving garrisons in t h e 'province of 
North and South Cai latrines. 
The ex­ 
pedition lost seven men killed and ten 
wounded. On entering New Caceros, 
province of South Camarines. General 
Rates learned that 2.000 insurgents had 
departed the same day. The Americans 
immediately sent out three pursuing 
columns, engaging the enemy In three 
small engagements and killing a total of 
40 rn n. 
The Spanish prisoners report that tho 
enemy had divided into snutll bands in 
the mountains, under the leadership of 
General Logaspi. The town of Iraga 
was burned by tho enemy. Both prov­ 
inces were thoroughly scouted. The in­ 
habitants of the district of Libmanan, 
including Alalia,the provincial governor, 
and other officials, were returning to 
their homes. 
Abella issued a proclama­ 
tion, calling npon the natives to submit 
to the Americans. 
The liberated priests from New enco­ 
res reported Hint the insurgents killed 68 
Chinamen and 40 Spaniards in the town 
of Calabangn. 
It was estimated that there were IOO, 
OOO bales of hemp in the Camarine 
provinces. 
Twelve hundred well armed ins*, 
gents, formerly of Cavite province, with 
a Chinese general in command, sur­ 
rounded the towns of Albay and L*- 
gaspi. They have effected three night 
attacks and continually harrass th* 
Forty-seventh regiment, which has lo*** 
eight men killed and 20 wounded in da- 
fending those towns,

What Granite Is. 
A granite body is a hard vitrified 
ware, and may even be semitranslucent 
if made very thin. It differs from a china 
clay body in that it is more vitreous, 
more resonant and of better color. In 
composition it contains more china clay 
and more Cornish stone, or felspar, or 
other fluxing agent, to give this addi 
tional vitrification. 
It is generally 
whiter than the china clay body, and its 
color is frequently assisted by the addi 
tion of a minute percentage of cobalt. 
In working it is not so plastic as a china 
clay body; it requires greater heat in 
firing, and there is a consequent increase 
in the risk attending its manufacture. 
Three crockery houses of Charleston, 
S. O , the Charleston Crockery company, 
P. W. Sanders, Jr., and W. L. Webb, 
have consolidated under the name of 
the Charleston Crookery company, with 
a eapital stock of $85,000. 
The new addition to the Steubenville 
pottery was opened last week with a 
croquet. The addition will be used for 
gloat warehouse, decorating shop and 
packing shed. 
The National pottery will start Mon* 
day. 
An effort is being made to locate a 
white ware plant at Roseville, a suburb 
of Steubenville. 
A. W. Farr, of Columbus, has pur 
chased a one-third interest in the Fair 
Oaks stoneware pottery located near 
Zanesville. 


E nglish China Rodins. 
The materials most commonly used in 
nglish china bodies are—Cornish clay. 
Cornish stone, calcined bone and flint 
(calcined ) Cornish clay gives white* 
ness aud purity of color, and ability to 
withstand the high temperatures neces­ 
sary to give the translucency and re­ 
sonance to the body, and gives that 
plasticity which is absolutely necessary 
I’or the working of the day into articles 
of use or ornament. Cornish stone acts 
as a flux, binding the other materials to­ 
gether. gives translucency and reson­ 
ance, density and closeness of fracture, 
3oue conduces to punty of color, and 
supports the ware in the high tempera­ 
tures which it has to undergo, giving it 
strength to maintain the form given it 
by the potter in the various processes of 
manufactures. 
Flint, not so frequently 
used, gives whiteness and strength. To 
china bodies abstain” consisting of a 
minute percentage of cobalt oxide, is 
usually added, to counteract the natural 
cream color tint which is invariably 
given by the traces of oxide of iron pre­ 
sent in the various materials used. 
The first Rockingham ware was made 
in this city in 1839 by James Bennett. 
A clay working school will be estab­ 
lished at Alfred university. New York. 
A bill appropriating $15,000 for the work 
has been introduced in the legislature 
by Senator L. H. Humphrey.

Sterling is derived from the name by 
which the dwellers In eastern Germany 
were known in the twelfth and thir­ 
teenth centuries. 
They were called 
Easterlings. 
The purity not only of 
their money was very famous, but that 
of their silver specially so, and coiners 
and silversm iths were fetched from 
those parts to improve the quality of 
our own m anufactures. 
So far back as 1597 two counterfeit­ 
ers, who sold spurious silver articles 
bearing a simulated royjtl lion and the 
goldsm iths’ marks, were sentenced to 
stand in a pillory at W estminster, with 
their ears nailed thereto and with pa­ 
pers above their beads setting forth 
the uature of the offense for which 
they were so disgraced. 
After this 
degradation they were publicly march­ 
ed to Cheapslde. put In the pillory 
there, and had each one ear cot off, 
finally being conducted back to the 
Fleet prison aud having to pay a floe 
of IO m arks each. 
It seems that in recent times the rec­ 
ord price for Elizabethan silver was 
£70 10s. per ounce. 
For old articles in 
this metal the sum usually obtainable 
ranges from £5 to £17 per ounce, ac­ 
cording to the artistic workmanship 
displayed on them .—London Telegraph.

was made of a goat’s skin and worn by 
the daughter of Baul, king of Israel. 
The first artistic wigs were made In 
the south of Italy for the Gapiniens, 
who lived In Apulia aud were known 
for the luxuries of their toilet. These 
people were, they say, the first who 
painted their faces. This they did with 
the juice of strawberries. 
The Persians wore wigs. 
Xenophon 
relates that little Cyrus, wtien be visit­ 
ed Astyages. his grandfather, whose 
eyes were framed in blue paint and 
who wore an enormous wig, threw 
himself on bls knees and cried, “Oh, 
mother, what a beautiful grandfather 
I have!” Aglaia, a maid of honor, was 
so struck by the appearance of the old 
gentleman that she remained with As­ 
tyages as a slave. 
The Phoenician women, who were 
proud of their balr, having been or 
dered by their priests to offer it up on 
the altars dedicated to Venus after the 
death of Adonis, obeyed, but with mur­ 
muring. Soon after they were consoled 
by a Greek merchant, who told them 
that he would give them the means of 
hiding their bald pates under luxurious 
curls. 
In his chariot he had hundreds 
of wigs of all colors. 
Wigs were In vogue In Rome toward 
the end of rhe republic and so well 
made that, says Ovid, “no man could 
know lf his wife had any hair at all be­ 
fore she bad given him an opDortunlty 
of seizing her by the tresses.” 
Teutonic peasants were the provld 
prs of blond hair for rich Roman prim 
cesses, who loved the contrast of Its 
flaxen hue with their black eyes. They 
even had morning wigs. small and 
tightly curled, of any color, and they 
kept the beautiful fair ones to receive 
thelr admirers at night. Messalina had 
150 wigs »o disguise herself.—Clncln 
natl Commercial Tribune. 


T h e l ie f k b t o f S to rm s . 
Professor F. Ii. Bigelow furnishes 
The American Journal of Science with 
some of the results of the International 
cloud work for the United States. The 
penetration of ordinary cyclones Into 
the higher regions of the atmosphere 
is slight. 
They are only two or three 
miles deep. 
Hurricanes are five or six 
miles deep. 
The anticyclonic and cy­ 
clonic areas are hardly to be consider 
ed as centers of motion except in the 
very lowest strata, since currents of 
all* blow* directly over them from west 
to east, even in the cumulus region of 
the Rocky mountain districts. The or­ 
dinary circulation theory does not hold 
good. 
In each stratum from the sur­ 
face to the cirrus level about as much 
air moves north as south, for there are 
enormous counter currents passing by 
each other at the same level and not 
over one another at different deva 
tions. 
This puts a new aspect upon 
the entire problem of the general cir 
culation.—Nature.

The question, 
therefore, w hether the* cash to be paid as 
premium s shall come from the treasury, 
the depository banks or both, depends 
for its solut'on largely upon conditions 
which cannot now be foretold.

feature of the open session was a speech 
bv Mr. Lindsay (Ky.) on the Porto 
Eicon tariff and government measure. 
He opposed tho tariff provisions of the 
bill and the parts of the proposition for 
the Porto Eicon government. 
He m aintained that under the treaty 
of Paris, which provided that the civil 
rights and political status of the native 
inhabitants of the islands acquired by 
tho United States from Spain, shall be 
fix'd by congress the congress had au­ 
thority to deal w ith Porto Hico and the 
Philippines as it saw fit—giving free 
trade to the one and levying a tariff oil 
the products of the other. 
He opposed 
the doctrine that the constitution ex­ 
tended of itself over tho territory ac­ 
quired by this government. 
In the secret, session, Mr. Mason said 
we were told every day that there is no 
secret alliance. 
If there is not, said he, 
let us carry ont our usual habit, iii such 
cases. 
W e always have passed resolu­ 
tions of sym pathy with struggling re­ 
publics, continued Mr. Mason, and we 
should do so now. 
There was nothing 
against Great Britain in the resolution. 
Mr. Sp wilier responded th a t England 
had been our friend in the Spanish 
war, and we should do nothing to in­ 
terrupt those friendly relations. 
This brought. Mr. Hoar to his feet. He 
said that a great question of right and 
w rong wTa« involved, and it should lie 
settled, regardless of questions of friend­ 
ship, w hether it was of Spain, England, 
or t he czar of Russia. 
Mr. Depew said he had recently been 
waited upon by a committee of F inland­ 
ers, who w anted the United States to 
take action upon the outrages perpetrated 
upon them by the czar. 
He asked w hy 
it was that, w hen tho junior senator 
from Illinois w as bubbling over w ith 
sym pathy, some of it had not swashed 
over on the Finlanders. 
Mr. Mason rescinded that he still had 
a num ber of other resolutions 011 tap 
which he would introduce, but just at 
present be was anxious to have action 
for rile Boers, who most needed it.

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Senate Committee Amends the 
Hay-Pauncefote Treaty. 


ENGLAND NOT LIKELY TO OBJECT. 


th e Docum ent E xpected to Go Trough lo 


the Senate—M organ Opposed It, b at 
May Confine H ie Objections to o Mere 
Statem ent o f H is Position. 


W a sh in g to n , March IO.—The senate 
committee on foreign relations agreed 
to report the Hay-Pauncefote treaty, 
amending the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, 
with an amendment granting authority 
for the defense of the canal by the 
United States, when constructed. 
It is the opinion of the members of the 
committee that the senate will, with but 
little delay, ratify the treaty as amended. 
Senator Morgan was the only member 
of the committee who cast his vote 
apiin st the amendment, Senators Bacon 
and Daniel, the only other De. locrats 
present, voting with the Republicans. 
They also voted with the Republicans to 
have tile treaty reported as amended. 
Senator Morgan talked at length, dur­ 
ing the sitting of the committee, in op­ 
position to the amendment, practically 
consuming the entire tune of the ses­ 
sion. He contended for the utmost liber­ 
ality toward other pow* rs in the use of 
th proposed canal, and held that Amer­ 
ican interests were fully safeguarded by 
tao treaty as it stands. He also con­ 
tended that. an effort to amend the 
agreement might result in its defeat and 
indicated a purpose to oppose it to the 
Utmost. 
Some of the o lier senators ex­ 
pressed the nope that he would not go to 
this extent and, before the meeting ad­ 
journed there was felt to be some 
ground ha- tile opinion that the Alabama 
senator would content himself with stat­ 
ing his opposition. 
While no member was authorized to 
apeak for Great Britain, the opinion was 
expressed that the government of that 
Country would agree to the proposed 
tnoditication of the treaty. 
The following is the text of the 
amendment 
to 
the 
Hay-Paunoefoto 
treaty; 
“insert at the end of section 5 of ar­ 
ticle 2 the following: 
“It is agreed, however, that none of 
the immediately foregoing conditions 
and stipulations in sections number 1,3, 
8, 4, 5 of this act shall apply to meas­ 
ures which the United States may find 
it necessary to take f< r securing by its 
own forces the defense of the United 
Stares aud the maintenance of public 
order.” 
The report submitted with the treaty 
is in the maiu a review of the general 
Situation with reference to the canal, 
with comparatively few recommenda­ 
tions. It says, however: ‘‘We are in 
full accord with the purpose expressed 
in article 2 of the pending convention to 
adopt as the basis of neutralization the 
indicated rules, substantially as em­ 
bodied in the treaty of Constantinople, 
for the free navigation of the Suez mari­ 
time canal.” 
The report then makes an analysis of 
the Suez canal treaty, in the course of 
Which it is pointed out that, as Turkey 
reserves the right to defend the Sue2 
canal, there is all the more reason whv 
We, with our long coast lines on both 
Oceans, should do the same. 
The above extracts refer to the por­ 
tion of the report which was prepared 
fitter the decision to amend the treaty 
Was reached. There are about 13 printed 
pages of the report prepared by the sub­ 
committee consisting of Senators Davis, 
Lodge and Morgan. 
This report ii 
largely a review of the history of the 
Clayton-Bul wer treaty. 
At one point, the report said in part: 
"In tho convention of Feb. 5,1900, Great Brit*

No American statesman, speaking with offi­ 
cial authority or responsibility has ever inti­ 
mated that the United States would attempt 
to control this canal for the exclusive benefit 
of our government or people. They have all. 
with one accord, declared that the canal wa* 
to be neutral ground in time of war and 
always open, on terms of impartial equity U 
the ships and commerce of the world. 
An elaborate argument is made for neutrality 
of the canal, against fortifying it, etc. Neu­ 
trality would be a good thing for the United 
8 ta tee, the report said, in case of war, aa our 
ships could easily go from ocean to ocean with­ 
out molestation. The military pollee of the 
United States, provided in the act, is suffi­ 
cient protection. Ae far aa fortifications are 
concerned, the report said in part: 
“With our naval bases at Manila, Honolulu, 
Ban Francisco and Ban Diego on one side, and 
at San Juan, Porto Rico, the Isle of Pines and 
Key West, as our fortified naval stations on 
the other side, it is extremely improbable that 
a fleet would ero s either of the great oceans 
and approach the canal to find a gateway to 
the coasts of the other ocean. 
If we are not able to handle the enemy un* 
der such dissdvantages to them, our power of 
resistance to such a campaign would be un­ 
worthy of our country, if it would not be ludi­ 
crous.’’ 
Senator Morgan filed a minority re­ 
port opposing the amendment of the 
committee. He said in part: 
“If we had a possession that corresponded ot 
the geographic pose don of the Red sea on tile 
coast of Arabia, th*- force of the proposed 
amendment would be more apparent. Rat we 
have no su.-h jK.ssession in or near Porte Rico

Sir 
Redvers Buller, second in command in 
the field, and Lord Wolseley are under­ 
stood to consider that no more artillery 
is needed. Lord Roberts has altogether 
45.2 guns, inc luding siege pieces. 
lr is quite clear that General Buller 
will not try anything large in the fu­ 
ture, as he is to lose Sir Charles Warren 
and the latter’s 10,000 men, who have 
been ordered to join Lord Roberts. 
It 
is the expectation of the war office that 
Lord Roberts, notwithstanding the ne­ 
cessity of garrisoning his depots, will be 
able to operate a constantly increasing 
force until, by tho time the Transvaal 
frontier is reached, he will have 70,000 
troops. 
The Standard, which is in closer touch 
with the policy of the government than 
any other ministerial organ, said this 
morning: 
‘‘We Irnve reason to believe that an 
authoritative statement will shortly be 
made by the government reaffirming 
the impossibility of conceding any 
terms of peace to the Boer republics 
which would involve a perpetuation of 
the political and military indejiendence 
that ’e l to the present costly aud san­ 
guinary conflict.”

It is believed that the insurgent gi 
el als, Tinio and Flores, have been driven 
by General Young into General Hood’s 
territory, south of Aparri. 
The fact t hat General Young is un­ 
able, owing to lack of troops, to main­ 
tain garrisons iii all the towns occupied 
has had a bad effect oil the natives. 
General Bates law returned here after 
leaving garrisons in the ’ province of 
North and South Camarin es. 
The ex­ 
pedition lost seven men killed and ten 
wounded. On entering New Caceros, 
K 
ivinco of South Camarines. General 
tee learned that 2,000 insurgents had 
departed the same day. The Americans 
immediately sent out three pursuing 
columns, engaging the enemy in three 
small engagements and killing a total of 
40 men. 
The Spanish prisoners report that the 
enemy had divide*! into small bands in 
the mountains, under the leadership of 
General Legaspi. The town of Iruga 
was burned by the enemy. Both prov­ 
inces were thoroughly scouted.

It is generally 
whiter than the china clay body, and its 
color is frequently assisted by the addi­ 
tion of a minute percentage of cobalt. 
In working it is not so plastic as a china 
clay body; it requires greater heat in 
firing, and there is a consequent increase 
in the risk attending its manufacture. 
Three crockery houses of Charleston, 
S. O , the Charleston Crockery company, 
P. W. Sanders, jr., and W. L. Webb, 
have consolidated under the name of 
the Charleston Crookery company, with 
a oapital stock of $25,000. 
The new addition to the Steubenville 
pottery was opened last week with a 
banquet. The addition will be used for 
gloat warehouse, decorating shop and 
packing shed. 
The National pottery will start Mon­ 
day. 
An effort is being made to locate a 
white ware plant at Roseville, a suburb 
of Steubenville. 
A. W. Farr, of Columbus, hat pur­ 
chased a one-third interest in the Fair 
Oaks stoneware pottery located near 
Zanesville. 


E nglish China Rodina. 
The materials most commonly used in 
English china bodies are—Cornish day. 
Cornish stone, calcined bone and flint 
(calcined ) Cornish day gives white­ 
ness and purity of color, and ability to 
withstand the high temperatures neces­ 
sary to give the translucency and re­ 
sonance to the body, and gives that 
plasticity which is absolutely necessary 
for the working of the day into artides 
of use or ornament. Cornish stone acts 
as a flux, binding the other materials to­ 
gether, gives translucency and reson­ 
ance, density and closeness of fracture, 
Bone conduces to punty of color, and 
supports the ware in the high tempera­ 
tures which it has to undergo, giving it 
strength to maintain the form given it 
by the potter in the various processes of 
manufactures. Flint, not so frequently 
used, gives whiteness and strength. To 
china bodies abstain” consisting of a 
minute percentage of cobalt oxide, is 
usually added, to counteract the natural 
cream color tint which is invariably 
given by the traces of oxide of iron pre­ 
sent in the various materials used. 
The first Rockingham ware was made 
in this city in 1839 by James Bennett. 
A clay working school will be estab­ 
lished at Alfred university. New York. 
A bill appropriating $15,000 for the work 
has been introduced in the legislature 
by Senator L. H. Humphrey.

gress. 
The output of iron furnaces Bf .'arch I 
was 292,048 tons weekly, against 208,014 
Feb. I, and unsold stocks increased 86,- 
616 tone in February, making consump­ 
tion 40,921 tons daily, against41,642 tons 
in January. 
Temporary stoppage of 
four furnaces near Pittsburg, by a strike, 
and tile reduction of output by many 
furnaces in blast, perhaps in port de­ 
sired and in port the effect of scarcity 
of coke, have supported prices of pig, 
and of finished products, tho only change 
is a slight decline in pintos.

So far back as 1597 two counterfeit­ 
ers, who sold spurious silver articles 
bearing a simulated royjil lion and the 
goldsmiths’ marks, were sentenced to 
stand In a pillory at Westminster, with 
their ears nailed thereto and with pa­ 
pers above their heads setting forth 
the nature of the offense for which 
they were so disgraced.

there, and had each one ear cat off, 
finally being conducted back to the 
Fleet prtsou aud having to pay a fine 
of IO marks each.

FIRST WIG IN HISTORY. 


It Wan W o rn by the Daughter of 
S a u l. K in g o f I s r a e l 
The first wig mentioned In history 
was made of a goat’s skin and worn by 
the daughter of Saul, king of Israel. 
The first artistic wigs were made in 
the south of Italy for the Gaplniens, 
who lived in Apulia aud were known 
for the luxuries of their toilet. These 
people were, they say, the first who 
painted their faces. This they did with 
the juice of strawberries. 
The Persians wore wigs. Xenophon 
relates that little Cyrus, wken he visit­ 
ed A sty ages. his grandfather, whose 
eyes were framed in blue paint and 
who wore an enormous wig, threw 
himself on bls knees and cried, "Oh, 
mother, what a beautiful grandfather 
I haver* Aglaia, a maid of honor, was 
so struck by the appearance of the old 
gentleman that she remained with As- 
tyages as a slave. 
The Phoenician women, who were 
proud of their balr, having been or 
dered by their priests to offer it up on 
the altars dedicated to Venus after the 
death of Adonis, obeyed, but with mur­ 
muring. Soon after they were consoled 
by a Greek merchant, who told them 
that he would give them the means of 
hiding their bald pates under luxurious 
curls. In his chariot he had hundreds 
of wigs of all colors. 
Wigs were in vogue In Rome toward 
the end of rhe republic and so well 
made that, says Ovid, “no man could 
know if his wife had any hair at all be­ 
fore she had given him an opDortunity 
of seizing her by the tresses.** 
Teutonic peasants were the provid 
ers of blond hair for rich Roman prim 
cesses, who loved the contrast of its 
flaxen hue with their black eyes. They 
even had morning wigs, small and 
tightly curled, of any color, and they 
kept the beautiful fair ones to receive 
thel** admirers at night. Messalina had 
ISO wigs »o disguise herself.—Cincin­ 
nati Commercial Tribune.

T h e H efts b t o f S to rm s . 
Professor F. H. Bigelow furnishes 
The American Journal of Science with 
some of the results of the international 
cloud work for the United States. The 
penetration of ordinary cyclones into 
the higher regions of the atmosphere 
is slight They are only two or three 
aides deep. Hurricanes are five or six 
miles deep. The anticyclonic and cy­ 
clonic areas are hardly to be consider 
ed as centers of motion except In the 
very lowest strata, since currents of 
air blow directly over them from west 
to east, even In the cumulus region of 
the Rocky mountain districts. The or­ 
dinary circulation theory does not hold 
good. 
In each stratum from the sur­ 
face to the cirrus level about as much 
air moves north as south, for there are 
enormous counter currents passing by 
each other at the same level and not 
over one another at different eleva 
tions. 
This puts a new aspect upon 
the entire problem of the general cir­ 
culation.—Nature.

quite likely that the depository banks 
would be called upon to share in the 
payments. 
On the other hand, the secretary do^s 
not propose that the present available 
cash balance in tho treasury, which now 
amounts to about $500,000,009, including 
the $ 100,000,t >00 gold reserve, shall be 
largely encroached upon. The question, 
therefore, whether the cash to be paid as 
premiums shall come from the treasury, 
the depository banks or both, depends 
for its solution lam ely upon conditions 
which cannot now be foretold.

“The Afghans prefer death to slavery 
and their women and children are being 
taken by the Russians.”

“But England’s troubles are always 
my troubles, her strength is my strength 
and her weakness is tnv weakness.

A granite body is a hard vitrified 
ware, and may even be semi translucent 
if made very thin.

composition it contains more china clay 
and more Cornish stone, or felspar, or 
other fluxing agent, to give this addi 
tiooal vitrification. 
It is generally 
whiter than the china clay body, and its 
color is frequently assisted by the addi 
tion of a minute percentage of cobalt. 
In working it is not so plastic as a china 
clay body; it requires greater heat in 
firing, and there is a consequent increase 
in the risk attending its manufacture.

Cornish clay gives white­ 
ness and purity of color, and ability to 
withstand the high temperatures neces­ 
sary to give the translucency and re­ 
sonance to the body, and gives that 
plasticity which is absolutely necessary 
for the working of the clay into articles 
of use or ornament. 
Cornish stone acts 
as a flux, binding the other materials to­ 
gether. gives translucency and reson­ 
ance, density and closeness of fracture, 
Bone conduces to purity of color, and 
supports the ware in the high tempera­ 
tures which it has to undergo, giving it 
strength to maintain the form given it 
by the potter in the various processes of 
manufactures. 
Flint, not so frequently 
used, gives whiteness and strength. 
To 
china bodies a b s ta in ” consisting of 
minute percentage of cobalt oxide, is 
usually added, to counteract the natural 
oreara color tint which is invariably 
given by the traces of oxide of iron pre 
sent in the various materials used. 
The first Rockingham ware was made 
in this city in 1889 by James Bennett. 
A clay working school will be estab­ 
lished at Alfred university. New York. 
A bill appropriating $15,000 for the work 
has been introduced in the legislature 
by Senator L. H. Humphrey.

K in g o f I s r a e l 
The first wig mentioned in history 
was made of a goat’s skin and worn by 
the daughter of Saul, king of Israel. 
The first artistic wigs were made in 
the south of Italy for the Gapinieus, 
who lived in Apulia and were known 
for the luxuries of their toilet These 
people were, they say, the flrst who 
painted their faces. This they did with 
the Juice of strawberries. 
The Persians wore wigs. 
Xenophon 
relates that little Cyrus, wlien he visit­ 
ed Astyages. his grandfather, whose 
eyes were framed In blue paint and 
who wore an enormous wig, threw 
himself ou his knees and cried, “Oh. 
mother, what a beautiful grandfather 
have!” Aglals, a maid of honor, was 
so struck by the appearance of the old 
gentleman that she remained with As 
tyages as a slave. 
The Phoenician women, who were 
proud of their hair, having been or­ 
dered by their priests to offer It up on 
the altars dedicated to Venus after the 
death of Adonis, obeyed, but with mur­ 
muring. Soon after they were consoled 
by a Greek merchant, who told them 
that he would give them the means of 
hiding their bald pates under luxurious 
curls. 
In his chariot he had hundreds 
of wigs of all colors. 
Wigs were in vogue In Rome toward 
the end of the republic and so well 
made that, says Ovid, “no man could 
know If his wife had any hair at all be­ 
fore she had given him an opportunity 
of seizing her by the tresses.” 
Teutonic pennants were the provld 
ers of blond hair for rich Roman prln 
cesses, who loved the contrast of its 
flaxen hue with their black eyes. They 
even had morning wigs, small and 
tightly curled, of any color, and they 
kept the beautiful fair ones to receive 
thelr admirers at night. Messallna had 
tr»0 wigs »o disguise herself.—Clncin 
natt Commercial Tribune. 


'Ilhe lie f k bt o f Storrn*. 
Professor F. U. Bigelow furnishes 
The American Journal of Science with 
some of the results of the International 
cloud work for the United States. The 
penetration of ordinary cyclones into 
the higher reglous of the atmosphere 
is slight. 
They are only two or three 
tuiles deep. 
Hurricanes are five or six 
miles deep. 
The auticyclouic and cy­ 
clonic areas are hardly to be consider 
ed as centers of motion except In the 
very lowest strata, since currents of 
air blow directly over them from west 
to east, even in the cumulus region of 
the Rocky mountain districts. The or­ 
dinary circulation theory does not hold 
good. 
In each stratum from the sur 
face to the cirrus level at>out as much 
sir moves uorth as south, for there are 
enormous counter currents passing by 
each other at the same level and not 
over one another at different eleva 
tlons. 
This puts a new aspect upon 
the entire problem of the general cir 
culation.—Nat lire.

He m aintained that under the treaty 
of Paris, which provided that the civil 
rights and ]h>lifi«*4il status of the native 
inhabitants of the islands acquired by 
the U nited States from Spain, shall tie 
t i v d by congress the congress had a u ­ 
thority to deal w ith Porto Uico ai.d the 
Philippines us it saw lit—giving fn*e 
trade to the one and levying a tariff on 
the products of the other. 
He opposed 
tho doctrine th at the constitution cx 
tended of itself over the territory ao 
quircd by this government. 
In the secret session, Mr. Mason said 
wo w ere told every day that there is no 
secret alliance. 
If there is not, said he, 
let us carry out our usual habit in such 
cases. 
W e always have passed resolu 
tions of sym pathy w ith struggling re­ 
publics, continued Mr. Masou, und we 
should do so now. 
There was nothing 
against Great Britain in the resolution.

to 80 years. 
In some eases his observations were 
continued during the whole night and 
In others for u groat part of the night.

change of physiognomy, every move­ 
m ent of the limbs and every speech or 
sound

dreamers. 
The depth of the sleep was 
also carefully measured, while from 
time to time the dream ers were aw ak ­ 
ened. but without their own percep­ 
tion that the aw akening was inten­ 
tional.
